I can feel the familiar signals going through my 
body, making my heart beat faster. 

I am 30 years old, and desperate. A 6' 6", 280-pound desperate man who should have known better. 
Who knew better, because I was raised better. Six weeks ago I took myself out of society (and out of foot¬ 
ball, which I don’t intend to play again) to a rehabilitation hospital where help was available, and 1 think, 
I pray. I’ve seen the light. But to see it, I had to see a lot more.
